LONDON, April 15.— (BUP) — 
A big fleet of British air-raiders 
hammered the French invasion 
coast hour after hour today, con- 
centrating on the Boulogne area, 
while R.A.F. fighters over the 
Dover channel coast beat off a 
retaliatory attack by the Nazi 
Luftwaffe, 

Two daylight sweeps of northern 
France were followed tonight by 
an attack around Calais where 
heavy explosions, rumbling across 
the channel, shook buildings on 
the British coast and heavy anti- 
aircraft fire was heard. 

The daylight attack, following up 
yesterday's 94-hour daylight of- 
fensive, came after night-time as- 
saults in which Britain’s biggest 
bombers, some of them manned by 
Canadians, left a trail of great fires 
burning across the German Ruhr 
with its vital war factories. 


CONTINUOUS EXPLOSIONS 


Explosions were almost continu- 
ous for several hours in the 
Boulogne area today, observers 
along the Dover coast reported.

King Wil Study 
News From Vichy 


By NORMAN L. MACLEOD 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—(BUP) 
--Prime Minister W. L. M. King 
indicated on his arrival here today 
that Canada’s reaction to today’s 
news from Vichy probably would 
depend upon the conversations that 
he will hold during the balance of 
the present week with President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

While withholding any official 
comment at the moment on the re- 
turn of Axis collaborationist Pierre 
Laval to the Petain regime, King 
did, not conceal the fact that he 
viewed the turn of events at Vichy 
as exceedingly disquieting. 

He stated that the entire situa- 
tion of the relationships between 
the Vichy powers and the United 
Nations would now have to be re- 
examined and he added that the 
question undoubtedly would come 
up for consideration between the 
president and himself. 

While believing that his present 
stay, which is being high-lighted 
by his attendance today at a session 
of the Pacific Council, is no less 
important than any of its predeces- 
sors, King discouraged to this cor- 
respondent any expectation that any 
“smash” news announcement will 
result from the conversations he 
and President Roosevelt are sched- 
uled to hold in the next few days.

Face Further Gas Cut 


OTTAWA, April 15—(CP) 


— Hundreds and _ perhaps 
thousands of Canadian mo- 
torists will ‘be affected by a 
downward reallocation of 


.|gasoline category ratings, the 


munitions and supply depart- 
ment announced todav on be- 
half of Munitions Minister 
Howe. 


The move was made because of 
the “increasingly serious shortage 
of crude petroleum,” a department 
Statement said. It quoted Mr. 
Howe as saying: 


“The time is past when we should 
mince words. The war situation is 
grave. Tanker sinkings have 
proved a severe 
blow to our war 
program. The in- 
ventory position 
is serious enough 
to justify drastic 
steps, and the 
first of these steps 
will be the reallo- 
cation of gasoline 
category ratings 
throughout the 
country.” 

Amplifying the Hon. C. D. Howe 
minister's statement, oil control- 
ler G. R. Cottrelle of Toronto said 
many vehicles in the higher passen- 
ger car categories will be reduced to 
lower categories, and many others 
will be reduced to category “A", al- 
lowing from 300° to 360 gallons a 

year under the present regulations 

“In addition, we intend to keep a 
very close cl.eck on all commerciai 
category users and, if necessary, 
these too will lose their special pri- 
vileges,” Mr. Cottrelle said. “The 
commercial vehicle owner must 
realize that his extra all.wance is 
contingent upon his willingness to 
co-operate in cutting down gasoline 
consumption. 

“It Is our intention to reduce the 
allowance for those whose busi- 
nesses have been curtailed because 
of the war. We shall also insist, 
wherever possible, on the elimina- 
tion of the use of cars in business. 
There are many who can rearrange 
their activities to this end, and we 
will see that they do so.” 

The controller said the work of 
reallocating the special categories 
will take several weeks. 

“Each case will be dealt with on 
its own merits.” he said, “and in 

many instances we shal! have to 
seek additional information.” 

Gasoline rationing went into ef- 
fect across Canada April 1,. The 
amount of gasoline made available 
varies from 60 units—300 gallons— 
for the smallest pleasure cars to an 
amount sufficient to meet proven 
needs of all types of commercial 
vehicles.

(UP)—Pierre Laval, prospective 
full premier with full power over 
a cabinet of his own choosing, 
pledged himself today to a mid-

ate emergency agreement with 

Germany on the immediate future 
of Nasi-Vichy relations. 

It was revealed that Laval was 
brought back to power—more pow- 
er than he had wielded before his 
political eclipse 16 months ago by a 
German threat to set up a puppet 
government in occupied France 
with its “capital” at Paris. 


Laval wa§ called back only after 
the failure of a dramatic attempt 
to organize a compromise govern- 
ment under close aides of Marshal 
Henri Philippe Petain, it was dis- 
closed, 

Now he plans, it was understood, 
to form a cabinet most of whose 
members are in favor of collabora- 
tion with Germany.

The broadcast also asserted that 
“enemy remnants fleeing from the 
vicinity. of Cebu city,” in the cen- 
tral Philippines, 250 miles south of 
Manila, had been bombed’ and ma- 
chine-gunned by Japanese planes. 

Washington reports, however, 
said scattered bands of United 
States and Filipino troops were 
waging steady brush warfare 
against the Japanese invaders to 
keep as many as possible engaged 
in the Philippine area.

Widely-Known 
Writer, Dies 


WASHINGTON, April 15—(AP) 
—Gen, Hugh 8. Johnson—the 
hard-driving, angry-tongued “Iron- 
pants” of the first Great War, and 
more recently & caustic news- 
paper columnist-died of pneu- 
monia today, 12 hours after writ- 
ing a last column against his doe- 
tor’s orders for rest, 
to the 59-year-old 
in a Washington 
hotel He had been 
weakened by sev- 
eral months of ill 
health, 

Although he rose 
from captain to a 
brigadier general 
witha distinguish- 
ed service medal 
in the last war, 
Johnson died 
technically a pri- 
vate. President 
Roosevelt last 
April 30 refused 
his reappointment 

Gen. Johnson ,, a United States 
army reserve officer. 


ORGANIZED N.R.A, 

Gen, Johnson came to national 
fame in 1933, when he organized 
the National Recovery Administra- 
tion—the recovery period system of 
codes of practice for business and 
industry to keep prices and wages 
from being deflated. 

When his N.R.A. was in full 
swing he estimated it had made 
3,000,000 jobs and increased the 
country’s purchasing power by 
$3,000,000,00¢ a year. 

When the 1936 election campaign 
began, Johnson was in ness 
Roosevelt's corner, but four years 
later he was in the Republican 
camp, supporting Wendell Willkie. 
He was a bitter critic of the Presi- 
dent's foreign policy. When Mr. 
Roosevelt refused to renew his re- 
serve commission it was announced 
personalities had not entered into 
the decision. Johnson, however, 
termed the action “neither very 
wise nor very consistent with what 
at least used to be a very close and 
precious friendship.”

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Whittling It Down 


While the only hope of a sufficient 
reduction in the tax-rate lies in the possi- 
bility of refunding the city’s debt, Edmon- 
ton taxpayers will find satisfaction in the 
report of the auditors showing that in 
1941 the funded debt was reduced $401,- 
934, and that at the end of the’ year cur- 
rent assets exceeded current liabilities by 
$906,661. At that date the net funded debt 
stood at $21,274,872. The amount of the 
city’s obligations was thus whittled down 
by a goodly sum, which will help to make 
refunding financially practicable if it is 
found to be legally possible. 

If taxes are too high—and they are— 
the property-owners at least know that 
year by year something is being subtract- 
ed from the indebtedness on which they 
have to pay interest and redemption 
charges. Fresh debt, bonded or current, 
is not being created to offset this gain, 
since the cost of street and other improve- 
ments is being met out of current revenue. 
Pending a revamping of the whole debt 
structure by a refunding operation, this 
gradual wearing down of the “mountain” 
is the best that can be hoped for in the di- 
rection of reduced taxes and tax-rate. The 
easement cannot be sudden, but so long as 
it comes in regular annual instalments 
there will be cause for hope. 


Parliament Must Decide 


Apparently there are some who still 
suppose the vote to be taken on the 27th of 
this month is a vote on how to recruit sol- 
diers, and that a “yes” vote would be a 
demand that conscription be adopted 
forthwith. Such is not the case. The 
question on the ballot paper will be: “Are 
you in favor of releasing the government 
from any obligation arising out of any 
past commitments restricting the methods 
of raising men for military service?” The 
voter will mark X after the “yes” or “no” 
in the spaces provided for that purpose. 

The question is plain. It is not ambig- 
uous. It means what it says, and no more 
than it says. The Government and parlia- 
ment are asking to be released from 
pledges given during the election cam- 
paign in 1940 that men for service oversea 
would be recruited only by voluntary en- 
listment. These pledges were given to the 
voters, and approved by them. The voters 
are now being asked to cancel the obliga- 
tions and leave parliament and Govern- 
ment free to act as circumstances may re- 
quire. 

The responsibility rests with parlia- 
ment to decide if conscription is necessary, 
when it may be necessary, and how it 
should be applied if necessary. This re- 
sponsibility is not being shouldered onto 
the voters. It will still remain the duty of 
parliament after the vote has been taken 
—and however the vote may result. There 
may be no conscription if the verdict from 
the polls is ‘yes’. There may be conscrip- 
tion though the verdict were ‘no’. The 
first and inescapable duty of parliament 
is to defend Canada; and only the future 
can tell where and how the defending may 

. have to be done. 

What theevoters are asked to do is to 
give their moral sanction to parliament 
exercising its judgment in the light of 
circumstances as these arise, free of re- 
strictions dating back to the conditions of 
two years ago. They will do this by vot- 
ing “yes”. 


The Return Of Laval 


Laval has been taken back into the 
Vichy cabinet under pressure by Berlin 
of course, and made vice-president in 
charge of external and internal affairs. 
His return is a victory for all-out collabor- 
ation, and a defeat for Marshal Petain, 
who ousted Laval a few months ago for 
treachery toward himself. What means 
were used to compel the Marshal to submit 
to the humiliation and restore the plotter 
are unknown. Probably the release of an- 
other batch of French prisoners was of- 
fered for compliance, backed by threats 
of penalties if the demand were refused. 

The overthrow of Petain and the usurp- 
ation of his place and powers by Laval or 
Darlan would hardly cause surprise. One 
of Herr Stuelpnagel’s newspapers in Paris 
predicted a few days ago that the aged 
Marshal would be made to walk the plank. 
Hitler has used Petain so far and so long 
as he was useful. The mounting difficul- 
ties of the Fuehrer make it necessary that 
sterner methods be employed to force 
France into the Axis; and either of the 
others would be more willing to shoot, jail 
or fine Frenchmen for the crime of being 
patriots. 

Last week it was announced that ship- 
ments of food and materials from the 
United States to Vichy colonies in North 
Africa.would be resumed, “satisfactory aS- 
surances” having been given that Tunisia 
would no longer be used as a supply base 
for Axis forces in Libya—with United 
States control officers on the ground to 
see that the assurances were kept. 

This deal, and the unexpected direction 
taken by the trials at Riom, no, doubt 
brought matters to a head. Washington, 
which has been playing a shrewd role in 
the attempt to prevent Vichy turning over 
the French fleet to Hitler, now has to 
reconsider what these assurances may be 
worth and whether the transfer of the 
warabips can be longer prevented. Rom- 
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mel, it is to be noted, had to halt his of- 
fensive when the Tunisian supply route 
was closed and British submarines inter- 
cepted a convoy headed for Tripoli. 

While Allied policy toward Vichy will 
have to be governed by what Vichy does, 
the reappearance of Laval in control of 
foreign and internal affairs very decided- 
ly reduces the chance that further ‘‘ap- 
peasement” can keep Hitler's aides there 
from forcing France into outright alliance 
with the gangsters—whatever Petain may 
think or may try eee 


It is no exaggeration to call last night's 
storm a million dollar snow-fall, So far as 
conditions at this time of year indicate the 
returns at harvest time, its value can be 
assessed in scores of millions, the number 
of scores cepencite on how far the storm 
extended. This fall will put more moisture 
into the soil than all the snow that fell 
during the winter on the frozen ground. A 
thorough wetting was needed in advance 
of seeding, and it ay been supplied. 

At the end of last week Albertans had 
taken out 55,000 licenses for motor cars. 
Last year a total of 96,000 licenses were 
taken out. The motoring year is young yet, 
and thousands more of the permits will 
doubtless be applied for. But there is room 
to surmise that a considerable number of 
car-owners have decided to help save gaso- 
line—and money—by leaving pleasure cars 
in the garages for the season. The record 
of tankers sunk provides a sufficient argu- 
ment for such a 


Herr Goebbels says many Germans are 
“furious” because they can no longer drive 
their automobiles, Canadians are some- 
times accused of not sacrificing as much 
a8 they shonid to the war effort. At least 
it can be said the car-owners of the Do- 
minion have shown no disposition to grow 
“furious” because their driving has been 
curtailed, nor is there any apparent likeli- 
hood that they will go into a flurry if the 
unit ration has to-be cut down from 5 
gallons to zero.

London reports five Japanese plane- 
carriers with the squadron in the Indian 
ocean, and by way of Vichy comes news 
that four more are to be put in commis- 
sion shortly at Japanese ports. Tokyo 
specialized in carriers when preparing for 
its assault on the East Indies—and what- 
ever other areas its troops could reach. 
These floating bases explain why surprise 
attacks were possible thousands of miles 
from Japanese ports, and how Japan has 
since been able to concentrate air power 
wherever it was needed. Allied “task” 
forces, organized specially for the destruc- 
tion of the carriers, could atrike a telling 
blow at the air supremacy that has made 
the Japanese ramp possible.

OTTAWA: The anti-plebiscite

The first attack by this faction, | 
some three months ago, was based 
upon the assumption that the 
voluntary system had failed to | 
provide reinforcements for the) 
corps and that by refusing to | 
apply conscription the govern- | 
ment was abandoning our men 
overseas. This was the line taken, | 
among others, by Mr. Meighen 
and it failed when it was demon- 
strated that the voluntary system 
is supplying the required rein- 
forcements, 

A new attack developed after 
the recent announcement from 
London of the details of the new 
Canadian army. The line now} 
followed is that the increase in| 
our overseas force from a corps 
to an army is largely a paper in- 
crease which cannot become real 
until men are raised and trained. 

“Paper Strength” 

Major W. D. Herridge develop- 
ed the attack in his statement of 
March 27 when he said that we 
have, “a prospective paper 
strength of seven or eight divi- 
sions.” He continued: 

“Canada must have a corps 
that is ready to fight now, That 
being so, to talk of building the 
corps into an army is sheer mid- 
night madness. To propose to add 
new divisions to existing divisions 
for which today there are not 
reinforcements, is to take flight 
from reality. If we cannot sup- 
port a corps, we certainly cane 
hot support an army.... Already, 
frustration has the corps by the 
throat. Turn the corps into an 
army, and you will turn frustrae 
tion into paralysis. For remember 
that every new division lacking 
reinforcements, means a new 
barrier on the way to offensive 
action.” 

The Globe and Mail on April 6 
took up the cry although not as 
vociferously as Mr. Herridge. The 
Ottawa Journal on Apri] 7 in a 
leading editorial captioned “Are 
these army changes to be more 


than on paper?” expressed the | 


view that “armies on paper no 
matter how well they may 
sound, are of no value in this 
war,” 
New Formations 
Not all of this criticism is die

by voluntary recruiting. Mr. Ral- 
ston announced on February 10 
the active service army 
numbered more than 255,000. En- 
listments in February were 8,152 
and in March 8,821. Today's 
strengih, therefore, is approxim- 
ately 270,000. ° 


100,000 Men | 


The new Canadian army over- 
seas comprises three infantry 
divisions or 51,000 men; two 
armored divisions, or 30,000, and 
2 tank brigades, gay, 12,000 men. 


Mr. Ralston, at a press confer- 
ence April 8, flatly contradicted 
|Major Herridge. He pointed out 
that reinforcements for active 
service units have been raised 
from the outset on the assump- 
tion that they vere in action. 
| Right now, therefore, there are 
large reinforcements in Britain 
for the divisions in Britain. In 
addition, he said, there are 40,000 
active service reinforcements in 
Canada waiting to proceed over- 
seas. 

Still further, the monthly re- 
cruiting quota has been steadily 
exceeded. This quota is 6,500. The 
recruiting figures for the past 
six months are:

To these should be added ancil- 
lary and army headquarters 
troops making in round numbers 
100,000 men. Right now, there- 
fore, there are more than twice 
jas many men in the active ser- 
vice army as are required in the 
overseas army. The reinforce- 
ment quota, based upon estimates 
of battle casualties and approved 
(as Mr. Ralston pointed out) by 
Gen. McNaughton, is about 6,500 
per month. That would provide 
for 100 per cent casualties in the 
actual] fighting formations each 
year, 

Of the units comprising the 
new army, the first, second and 
third divisions were raised in the 
first months of the war. The 
armored divisions are the fourth 
and fifth, The fourth was author- 
ized on May 27, 1940, and the 
fifth early in June, 1940, Both 
were brought up to full establish- 
ment as quickly as possible. One 
infantry tank brigade has been in 
Britain since July, 1941. The 
second can be formed out of units 
which have been in training in 
Canada for months. The sixth 
division, for example, was raised 
toward the end of last summer.

Appeasement 

And so ends—or should end— 
the dismal period of arpeneecent 
during which the United Nations 
have bent back double and abased 
themselves in many ways to pre- 
vent the little coterie of weak- 
ness and fear at Vichy from 
handing over all the resources of 
the French people to Adolf Hit- 
ler and his associated thugs. 

In my humble opinion, for what 
it is worth, the appeasement pole 
icy has been a mistake from the 
beginning. Practically every ob- 
server of understanding, in Bri- 
tain and on this continent, has 
known from the first what the 
end would be, that Petain, char- 
acteristically a defeatist and pes- 
simist, and his colleagues, devot- 
ed entirely to their own interests, 
would sooner or later be drawn 
into the Axis maw. 

This being so, it would have 
been infinitely more practical 
and certainly much more honest 
had we boldly expressed ‘our 
fears at once and seized by force 
\that military and naval equip- 
ment which seems destined, now, 
for the use of the Axis. 

We could have accomplished 
this purpose quite legitimately 
by declaring the Vichy govern- 


ment unrepresentative of the 
French people and General 
Charles de Gaulle as the true 
leader of France. 


Only de Gaulle 


This, of course, is what every 
honest and far-seeing person has 
believed anyway. 

Instead of that, we simply 
played with General de Gaulle, 
exhausting, quite understandab- 
ly, his patience and alienating 
much of the French good will 
which we would have earned had 
we come out decisively and hon- 
estly for one side or the other. 

Certainly, had hundreds of 
thousands of French folk, be- 
wildered by lack of authentic 
news and the swift pace of 


events, been confirmed in their 
hesitant judgment by the decisive 
action of the British, the Can- 
adians and the Americans, de 
Gaulle today would be enjoying 
a far greater support within 
France itself, 

As it is, our vacillation and 
truckling to Petain have weak- 
ened de Gaulle’s hand both 
abroad and at home. 

We can, of course, and shodld, 
do what we can to remedy that 
mistake immediately. 

There ig absolutely no excuse, 
now, to maintain any sembiance 
of friendship with Vichy. There 
is no excuse for the continued 

resence of a Vichy consul in Ot- 

wa, 

If we do not accord all-out re- 
cognition to de Gaulle immed- 
jately and render him every as- 
sistance in our power, the United 
Nations will be even more stupid 
than they have been in the past. 

And by assistance to de Gaulle, 
I include, specifically, immediate 
and effective assistance to en- 
able him to capture and hold 
Martinique. 

Only Charles de Gaulle, so far 
as we can see, offers any ho 
for the eventual freedom of t 
French people. 


Latin Bloc 


Granting that Pierre Laval is 
a sincere patriot, which he is not, 
his policy, at best, is based on a 
vicious delusion. 

At the back of his sleek head is 
a plan for the formation of a so- 
called “Latin bloc”, an associa- 
tion composed of Italy, France 
and Spain, which, he fondly 
hopes, can come to dominate Eur- 
ope. 

Was there ever such an inanity? 

Who but a venal or deluded 
fanatic would dream of forming 
a “Latin bloc” out of Italians 
who are descendants of Teutonic 
slaves, Spaniards who are four- 
fifths Iberian and one-fifth 
Moorish, and French who are 
entirely honest Celts or Gauls? 

It is only slightly less absurd 
than it would be to try to form 
a political bloc in the modern 
Americas and call it Choctaw or 
Cree or Mayan. 

The whole thing is a racial and 
actual monstrosity, It is useful 
only in illustrating the highly 
fanatic and dangerous quality of 
Laval’s thinking. 

It describes, to some extent, the 
sort of fantastic nonsense we may 
expect, in the future, from Vichy 
France,

Because the King likes fruit 
for breakfast, his host in the 
country recently produced a 
bow] of oranges which had taken 
him the best part of the week to 
procure, He smiled triumphantly. 

King George looked at the 
fruit and waved it away. 

As with oranges, so with all 
other rationed or controlled ar- 
ticles, food, clothing, soap, petrol; 
the King and Queen live abso- 
lutely within the ordinary ration, 
have cards and coupons like any- 
one else, y 

Framed at Buckingham Palace 
are the last ration cards issued 
in World War I to King George 
V and Queen Mary. 

Buying a long coat of royal 
blue cloth, the Queen nsed her 
last “X" coupons a week ago, 
will buy no more clothes until 
June, 

As an officer in all three ser- 
vices, the King is entitled to buy 
underclothes, shirts, socks, etc,, 
without coupons. He has used 
none of his civilian coupons since 
relaning came in, because, like 
Queen Elizabeth, he started the 
war with a well-stocked ward- 
robe, 
| At Buckingham Palace, food 
Tules are punctiliously observed, 


Never more than one main 
course, with sweet or cheese, is 
served at any meal at the King’s 
table, in the household dining 
room where officials eat, or in 
the servants’ hall, 

Meat is served only twice a 
week, but the King and Queen, 
like others able to do so, supple- 
ment the ration with chicken, 
game, fish, all of which are also 
regular items on the servants’ 
menus, 

Because good reserves are al- 
ways kept in the vast store cup- 
boards of the Palace, effects of 
Soap rationing will cause the 
Royal Family no worry for 
months, but the Queen has ord- 
ered no wastage: only the stand- 
ard weekly ration will be issued 
to each person. 

Voluntarily rationed at the 
Palace are wines and spirits. By 
the .King's order, consumption 
was cut some months ago to half 
the pre-war rate per head.

MONTREAL, April 15.—(CP)—- 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
sald in an interview when he 
passed through Montreal en route 
to Washington Tuesday that he 
will take-up the matter of provid- 
ing better Canadian information 
in the United states. 

He was asked if he believed 
something should be done in the 
way of selling Canada in the United 
States. “That is one of the matters 
I will look into down there,” he 
said. “It is only natural that their 
own job should take the front pages 
since they entered the war.” 

Mr. King questioned Montreal re- 
porters on the course of the plebi- 
scite campaign and said he hoped 
to make another broadcast before 
the voting. “I really hope very 
much that my friends in Quebec 
will see the wisdom of giving an 
affirmative vote,” he said, 
CANUCKS IN CEYLON 

Mr. King said there had been “a 
lot of talk” about what Quebec is 
not doing. “There should be more 
talk wbout what Quebec has done 
in the past 2! years. Quebec's 
record is splendid.” 

The Prime Minister said that 
military secrecy made it impossible 
to tell the people as much as they 
would like to know about Canada’s 
war effort. Canadians are serving 
in Ceylon and all over the world, 
mingled with British in many cases, 
and “some day we will make our 
own census of Canadians serving 
overseas,” he said.

Postmaster General, Frank 
Walker announced that the hear- 
ing would be held April 29. Pend- 
ing the hearing, he directed the 
postmaster at Royal Oak to with 
hold the publication from the 
malls until officials at Washing- 
ton determine its ‘“mailability.” 


Informed of the postmaster gen- 
eral’s action, Father Coughlin de- 
clared in a statement at Royal Oak 
that “the Jews and Communists and 
news dealers of America have been 
characterizing me as a seditionisi, 
a pro-Nazi and a disgrace to the 
priesthood of the United States.” 


HAPPY TO OBLIGE 

He asserted he would be “happy 
to accommodate” Attorney General 
Biddle if the latter invited him to 
Washington to answer charges made 
against the magazine and added: 

“I am neither editor, owner nor 
publisher of Social Justice. How- 
ever. if Attorney General Biddie 
wishes to summon me to Washing- 
ton to defend the property of Social 
Justice I will not only be happy to 
do so but will challenge him to the 
invitation.” 

Walker acted on the recommen- 
dation of Attorney General Francis 
Biddle, He made public an ex- 
change of letters in which Biddle 
declared that examination of Social 
Justice since the United States en- 
tered the war, Dec. 7, 1941, made it 
clear that “It has made a substantial 
contribution to a systematic and un- 
scrupulous attack on the war effort 
of our nation, both civilian and 
military.” 

ENEMY PROPAGANDA 

“Social Justice reproduces in this 
country,” the attorney general said, 
“The lines of enemy propaganda 
war being waged against this coun- 
try from abroad. The Espionage 
Act of 1917 is designed to defeat 
this type of attack.” 

Officials said that the Michigan 
Corporation records showed Father 
Coughlin as one of the original 
founders of Social Justice. 

It was added, however, that re- 
cords do not disclose that any stock 
in the Social Justice Publishing Co., 
publishers of the tabloid, now is 
owned by the priest. The paper 
lists E. Perrin Schwartz as editor, 
and Cora Quinlan as secretary- 
Its weekly circulation 
was estimated at 200,000.

‘Canada Gives 


Britain Gift

OTTAWA, April 15—(CP)—The 
first payment of the Canadian 


| government under its $1,000,000,000° 


gift to Great Britain was turned

WANTS OFFENSIVE 


MacArthur wantg such an offen- 
sive. He so announced on his ar- 
rival in Australia from the Philip- 
pines. In one of his first statements 
he asked for sufficient troops and 
material to do the job. 

MacArthur's difficulties, it is sug- 
gested in a British United Press dis- 
patch from his headquarters, are 
linked with “broader strategical and 
political matter in which MacArthur 
is not personally involved.” The 


‘| dispatch adds: 


“Some of these questions, it was 
believed, were involved in British 
and American negotiations to de- 
termine what should be the main 
Allied front at which reinforce- 
ments of men and supplies should 
be concentrated.” 

Thus from far away Australia a 
point is made which already has 
been raised by military commen- 
tators in this country. The United 
Nations lave not yet decided where 
or how to take the offensive. 

It is a matter evidently being 
gone over in London now by Gen. 
George C. Marshall, United States 
chief of staff, and Harry Hopkins, 
presidential adviser, with British 
strategists. The Marshall-Hopkins 
flight to London was dictated by 
the urgency of the situation. 


STRATEGY NOT FORMULATED 

The United States has been in the 
war four months and the strategy 
of the Allies has not yet been for- 
mulated. Meanwhile, Berlin and 
Tokyo have mapped theirs exactly. 
There is little doubt that they in- 
tend to do it now in an effort to 
turn the tide of the war in 1942, 
Japan hag the choice of India, Aus- 
tralia or Siberia, Hitler's choice is 
Russia, the Near East and maybe 
Africa: 

The Allies are scattered over a 

vast area, while the enemy is in a 
more compact striking position 
with shorter and better lines of 
communications, The United States 
has been criticized by some for 
trying to be strong everywhere at 
once. Army men argue, however, 
that the many defensive outposts 
were necessary; that the prelim- 
inary work now has been com- 
pleted and we can concentrate on 
O . of two offensive f° ois. 
It is true that Britain is conduct. 
ing a damaging aerial offensive 
against Germany. Allied strategists, 
however, do not feel that this alone 
is sufficient to beat Hitler. He has 
to be overcome, in the last analysis, 
by land forces,

Building of a food reserve in Can- 


ada te prevent possible famine 
conditions in countries which may 
be released from Axis domination 
was requested in a_ resolution 

Passed at the second Wainwright 
All-Farmers' Conference held at 
the week-end. 

Purpose of the Conference is to 
provide a common forum of discuss- 
ion and planning for farmers repre 
senting all farm organizations, poli- 
tical parties and economic groups. 
Kenneth Tory, Wainwright, is gen- 
era] secretary of the movement—the 
first of its kind in Western Canada 
—and Thomas Sanders was elected 
chairman of the méeting. 

Another resolution urged an af- 
firmative vote in the April 27 man- 
power plebiscite in order to provide 
the fullest possible war effort. 


WAR PROFITS 

The Conference also requested by 
resolution that the federal govern- 
ment limit the rate of profit on all 
war. contracts to five per cent, and 
that in the event of industrialists re- 
fusing to take contracts at this rate, 
that the government take over and 
operate such industries for the dur- 
ation of the war. 

Dealing with the building up 
of food reserve, the conference 
urged the calling of “Food for Vic- 
tory” meetings across Canada. It 
was pointed out that while Can- 
ada's food plans were designed to 
meet the requirements of the 
United Nations, thought should be 
given the question of future as- 
sistance for nations now dominat- 
ed by Axis powers. 

It was suggested that the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture con- 
sider action jn this direction, in con. 
junction with the federal and pro- 
vincial departments of agriculture. 

Other resolutions included the 
following: That the conference pro- 
tests any action to prohibit export 
of cattle to the U.S. and that noth- 

jing be done to destroy the market 
for finished cattle; that the pros 
vincial government permit truckers 
and car owners to carry passengers 
at a charge to cover expenses in 
order to conserve gasoline and tires.

Canadian Trade 
Reveals Increase 


Sharp increases in Canadian 
trade, apart from that concerned 
with munitions and other war sup- 
plies for embattled nations, -were 
reported Wednesday by Hon. James 
A. MacKinnon, minister of trade 
and commerce. 

Canadian exports to South Amer- 
ican countries for the first three 
months of 1942 were up $1,704,000 or 
nearly one-third over the same 
period in 1941. Exports to the Bri- 
tish West Indies increased by $2,- 
500,000 in the same period, a gain 
of nearly 55 per cent. For other 
Caribbean countries the gain was 
even more marked, being $1,145,000 
or 97 per cent. Exports to: Mexico 
increased 76 per cent, but detailed 
figures were not given. 

Officials said the figures show 
Canada is holding and expanding 
her markets in the western hemi- 
sphere despite the war. Mr. Mac- 
Kinnon led a trade mission to 
South America last year and his 
office said the trade figures for 
the first three months of this year 
are particularly gratifying to him.

A round-shouldered person is likée 
one in heavy chains, which bind the 
body in a bentover shape. However, 
instead of the chaing being of iron 
they are of muscle, which hold the 
shoulders in «the wrong position. 

The important thing to keep in 
mind {is to use the exercises which 
develop greater strength in the 
muscles which pull the shoulders 
back, Take enough exercises of the 
right kind for a long enough time 
and the shoulders will begin to im- 
prove. 

Those who are round-shouldered 
have front muscles across the upper 
chest ‘which are stronger than the 
muscles across the back and the 
result is that the stronger front 
muscles pull the shoulders forward. 
Before you can expect to hold the 
shoulders back in an erect, attrac- 
tive position, you must incréase the 
strength of the upper back muscles 
to such a degree that they balance 
the pull of the front muscles. 

In developing a splendid pair of 


shoulders you will need no éxpén- 
sive equipment. You will be able to 
do it with simple exercises takén 
in the privacy of your own home, 
using those muscles which occur in 
the arms, upper chest and upper 
back. Arm moveménts which call 
for an upward and backward sweep 
of the arms are especially good. 

An excellent exercise is to lie face 
downward on the floor and raise 
the head and shoulders, lifting the 
head as far back as possible. Take 
this exercise only a few timés at 
first until the muscles incréase in| 
strength. 

You will find it a good plan to 
take deep breathing exerciees which 
bring the chest well to the front. 
When you watch yourself in the 
mirror as you take a deep breath 
you will see that it expands the 
chest, pushing it up and automatic- 
ally throwing the shoulders back. 

You are going to find there is a 
close connection between good 
strong shoulders and a good chest 
development. In fact, they are 
really two sides of the same ques- 
tion. Most of the movements which 
improve the shoulders likewise help 
the chest. Women who straighten

In Newfoundland he saw 
Union Jack and the Stars 
Stripes. waving side by side, and 
the parting shout given him was 
by a Texan, who called “Give my 
love to Johnny Bull”, . 

He recounted his return trip via 
Lisbon, West’ Africa, southern Bra- 
zil,- Trinidad, Bermuda and New 
York, and then launched into a 
description of the people he met in 
England, 

He saw Canadian generals, Can. 
adian regiments, Canadian hospitals, 
and the leaders of Britain ang of the 
governments in exile. He told of 
the gratitude of the British and 
exiled governments of the varities 
of gifts received of Canada, of con- 
tributions to the Red Cross, of food, 
diplomacy, and hospitality. 

“You know how I found the 
people of England, All the uld qual- 
ities are there, and a sort of religion 
exalts them,” he said.

cidents. Most common is the per- 
cussion blowout caused by a tire 
Striking with great force, some solid 
jutting object, such, as a_ stone, 
stump or rut, The chances of the 
force of the contact being great 
enough to break the walls of the 
tire, are diminished considerably 
when the car is travelling slower. 

Excessive speed Gauses heated 
tires, which in turn cause the air 
inside to expand. The expansion 
may be great enough to cause a 
blowout. Less speed, therefore, 
means less heat and less heat means 
less chance for a blowout- 

Skidding,, either through applica- 
tion of brakes or because of sharp 
turning, will naturally cause un- 
necessary wear and tear. SloWer 
Speed will naturally eliminate much 
of this practice with resulting con- 
servation of rubber. 


1s ADMITTED 

That gasoline and oil will be cons 
served goes without question. Fige 
ures compiled by expert automobile 
manufacturing testers will show that 
both gasoline and oil are used in 
much greater. quantities when the 
car travels at excessive speed. Re- 
sults of tests by one firm indicate 
that a car travelling at 60 miles 
an hour uses nine times as much 
oil, and twice as much gasoline as 
it does when travelling at 20 to 30 
miles per hour. 

Other firms have produced fig- 
ures of equal significance. This in 
itself will mean great savings once 
travel across Canada is slowed 
down, Y 

Millions of dollars worth of car 
parts doubtless will be conserved 
after May 1. Slower speed will re- 
sult in less strain on motors with 
resulting savings in replacement of 
motor parts. This will mean that 
much metal and labor will be con- 
verted to war use. 


Traffic accidents will be on the), 
decrease, Fewer fenders and bump- 
ers, headlights and radiator grills 
will have to be replaced and mater- 
jals and labor thus saved will be 
converted to war use.

Records show that the majority of 
highway traffic accidents are 
caused by excessive speed.

and human wreckage.

The gov- 
ernment has recognized that fact 
by listing exceptions such as fire- 
fighters, police, ambulance drivers, 
air raid protection units and mem.
